The Thellusson law, once enacted by 


the British government, was a law to 
egulate the disposition of property 
y will and to prevnnt the excessive 
ccumulittloii of estates. It had u cu- 
ious origin. 
On the 27th of July, ITIIT. one Peter 
Jholltisson, an English niorclmny of 
•rctu'h blrtli, tlted In" London, leaving 
. certain sum to his -widow and chll- 
;ren and the remainder ot his property, 
hen amounting to several hundred 
housnnd dollars, to trustees to «c- 
umulate during tho lives of his chll- 
Iren, grandchildren and great-grand- 
children living at tbe tltnc ot his death 
nnd the survivors ot them. The ac- 
cumulation would have been enormous. 


The will was contested, but wns held 


valid. 
In order, however, to prevent 


such a disposition of property In the 
future, parliament passed what wns 
called tile Thcllnsson net, or accumula- 
tions act, regulating and tluilllui; be- 
riucsts in such a way as to make great 
accumulations Impossible. ' 


Whnn Peter Tbcllusson's last sur- 


viving grandson died, In 1S31!, a ques- 
tlou arose ns to whether the eldest 
male descendant or the male descend- 
ant ot tho eldest son should inherit the 
property, nnd Ihls question wns de- 
cided on appeal by tbe hottso ot lords 
in June, IfoO. The Thellusson will and 
the legislation growing out of It w,ero 
a subject ot much discussion by law- 
vers.—Pittsburgh Press.

Prepintlon of Parchment. 


Parchment Is the skin of aheep or 


other animals prepared In sheets to 
render them Bt for being written upon.

•being freed from the hair, Is placed In 
n lime pit to cleanse It from fat.

Thu flesh Is paced 
off with a circular knife, after which It 
Is moistened and whiting spread over 
it Then the workman, with a large 
pumice stone, rubs the skin. He next 
goes over It with an Iron Instrument 
und rubs It carufully with pumice stone 
without clmlls.

C*m«i Without Cmut* and / Daipi 


Sarum, Smym Pa»k«ur Phyiioimn, 


Professor Laveran of the Pasteur In 


atittitc dcacrlbed at a meeting of the 
Academy of Sciences a new form ot 
tetanus, which has been Investigated 
by Dr. Ba2y. 


The new tetanus appears from thirty 


to fifty days after the wound has been 
received, whether the patient has hud a 
preventive injection of s>cruni or not. 


The attacks can'occur -without ap- 


parent cause, although ihcy manifest 
themselves more frequently after op.

flu munition In wounds.
